On the 5th inst. a line of Mail Stages arrived 
for the first time at Brownsville in Fayette coun- 





ty, Pa. from the city of Whashington, on their 
way to Wheeling in Virginia. ‘The line will now 
run regularly tiree times a week, from the cities 1 
of Baltimore, and Washington.—The Washing- 
ton and Baltimore lines of Stages will meet at 
Hagerstown.— There is nothing wanting now, but 
a yood road from the borough of York through 
Gettysburg to Hagerstown to connect a line of 
Stages with the Philadelphia line.
